.. WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—By an 


evenly divided court—a rare cir- 
cumstance in history — the United 


States Supreme Court today upheld 
the New York State unemployment 
law. The four-to-four division was 
made possible by the illness of Jus- 


tice Stone, who did not participate 
in the consideration of the case, 
which came up on appeal from the 
New York Court of Appeals, 
There was no written opinion. 
The decision today was announced 
by Chief Justice Hughes. There was 
no indication of how. the court 
divided, but it was assumed by 
court observers that Chief Justice 
Hughes had aligned himself with 
Justices Brandeis, Cardozo and 
Roberts, against Justices McRey- 
nolds, Van Devanter, Sutherland 
and Butler. 
Assuming that Justice Stone 
would have been with those up- 
holding the constitutionality of the 
New York law, the decision would 
have been 5 to 4 had he participat- 
ed. The practical effect, would 
have been the same, but in that in- 
stance, there probably would have 
been majority and minority opin- 
ions written and read. 


History of the Case. 


The case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court by the W. H. H. 
Chamberlin Co., the E. S. Stearns 
Co., both of Syracuse, and the As- 
sociated Industries of. New York 
after the highest State court up- 
held a 1 per cent payroll tax for 
unemployment insurance. 

In arguments before the Supreme 
Court, attorneys for both sides 
agreed that the Federal unemploy- 
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divided, 5 to 2, in upholding the 
law. The majority opinion, writ- 
ten by Chief Justice Frederick E. 
Crane, rejected the arguments of 
the taxpayers that the law vio- 
lated the due process clause of the 
fourteenth amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

“It would be a strange sort of 
Government,” the majority opinion 
declared, “in fact, no Government 
at all, which would not give help in 
such trouble.” 

Independent of U. S. Act, 

The State law follows the lines of 
the Federal unemployment legisla- 
tion. Although the State of New 
York received a Federal grant for 
purely administrative purposes, At- 
torney-General Bennett of New 
York insisted in his brief that the 
State law would.stand alone even 
if the Federal law were declared 
unconstitutional. He made it clear 
he did not want the New York 
act complicated — the Federal 
law. 

The power of a State to énact a 
law stands on a constitutional basis 
quite different from that of the 
Federal Government..The Congress 
may enact only such laws as are 
authorized by the United States 
Constitution, directly or by neces- 
sary implication, whereas a State 
may enact any law not specifically 
forbidden by the Federal or the 
State constitutions. . 

Frederick H. Wood of New York, 
who successfully challenged the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act and 
the Guffey Bituminous Coal Con- 
tro] Act, was the attorney for the 
taxpayers. He argued that, while, 
the question of the validity of the 
Federal Social Security Act was 
not involved in the case, the New 
York law was enacted in anticipa* 
tion of Federal legislation. 

What the Law Provides. 
The New York law provides that 
every employer of four or more em- 
ployes in all employments, except 
those specifically exempted, is re- 
quired at regular intervals to pay 
into the State unemployment insur- 
ance fund an amount equal to 1 per 
cent of his payroll in 1936, 2 per

TAMPA, Fia.,’ Nov. 23.—In a res- 
olution calling for approval of sus- 
pension of the 10 rebel unions 
allied in the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization, the crucial is- 
sue before the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor was 
brought on to the floor today, with 
the certainty that the resolution 


would receive an overwhelming 
vote, probably before adjournment 
late tonight. 

From. the first day there has 
been no doubt of the ability of old 
line union leaders, dominating the 
Executive Council, to decide the 
issue as they saw fit. What they 
Bave finally agreed upon is a 
shrewd middle course between the 
fringe of CIO sympathizers on the 
left and the rabid foes of John L. 
Lewis on the right who would 
have made a blood feud. out of 


such terms and conditions as the 
Executive Council may deem best 
in each particular case or in all 
cases. combined.” 


Power Given the Council. 

When the convention votes . ap- 
proval of this plan, as no one 
doubts that it will, the Executive 
Council will have the power to re- 
voke the charters of the CIO un- 
ions or to permit them to return 
to the A. F. of L. fold, singly or 
collectively. Plainly this gives the 
old guard leaders great bargaining 
power. 

As point number two of the three- 
point plan the resolution provides 
for continuance of the special com- 
mittee named to arbitrate the dis- 
pute. A third and final provision 
declared: 
of the suspended unions they make 
the present relationship beyond 
bearing and create a situation that 
demands a more drastic procedure, 
that the Executive Council be auth- 
orized and empowered to call a spe- 
cial convention of the. A. F. of L. 
at such time and place it may deem 
best, to take such further steps and 
actions as the emergency of the 
situation may then demand. 

“We counsel this procedure and 
delegation of authority in the sin- 
cere desire to avoid any possible 
future and permanent severance 
unless such permanent separation 
comes as the choice of those who 
would permanently divide and 
bring warfare instead of peace and 
unity into the ranks of labor.” - 

The resolution concluded with a 
solemn hope for future peace and 
unity. In the initial recommenda- 
tion, giving the council absolute 
power to settle the controversy in. 
its. own. discretion, the resolution 
gave complete approval to the orig- 
inal action of the council suspend- 
ing the Lewis unions. A number 
of delegates, CIO sympathizers, in- 
sist that the action was not in ac- 
cord with provisions of the A. F. 
of L. constitution. 

“We specificially recommend ap-

Throughout they 
worked together and lived together 
in a relationship extraordinarily 
close even for brothers; Neither 
ever married. 

Their railroad domain, through 
holding companies, extended over 
more than 21,000 miles. It reached 
from the ‘eastern: seaboard to El 
Paso and Pueblo, Colo, It included 
the Missouri Pacific, the Chega- 
peake & Ohio, Nickel Plate, Erie, 
Pere Marquette and Hocking Val- 
ley railroads. 

Oris, born near Wooster, O., April 
24, 1879, was only 37 years old and 
Mantis was 35 when the brothers 
acquired their first railroad — the 
Nickel Piate—in 1916. 

The brothers got into railroading 
only incidentally. They were en- 
gaged in. building up Shaker 
Heights, exclusive Cleveland sub- 
urb, when they learned that the 
Nickel Plate, then a losing line, was 
for sale at a bargain price.

Facing machine-gun fire from 
windows and roof-top barricades, 
insurgent Moors resorted to the 
type of cunning which has enabled 
them to capture tanks by throwing 
hand grenades to which are tied 
bottles of gasoline.

Spanish Government Announces

BARCELONA, Spain, Nov. 23.— 
The Spanish Government last night 
announced reorganization of its 
war fleet to combat what ‘Catalan 
President Luis Companys calls “an 
illegal blockade” attempted by in- 
surgent men-of-war. 

Officials admitted the navy had 
suffered at the outset of the Civil 
War because many officers joined 
the insurgents. To overcome this,

in the courts the constitutionality of 
the law governing election of the St. 
Louis Board of Education. “At 
present,” the announcement says, 
“the law provides that the two high- 
est candidates (each) on the Repub- 
lican and Democratic party tickets 
shall be elected, and that no other 
party candidates may even appear 
on the ballot. The Teachers’ Union 
feels that this law delivers the mem- 
bership of the Board directly into 
the hands of the machine politicians 
of the Republican and Democratic 
parties, and that the result is the 
most unfortunate possible for the 
city’s educational system.” 

The union plans to obtain 8000 
signatures in support of Dr. Preis- 
ler’s candidacy, after which it will 
geck a court order to place his 
name on the ballot, with the pur- 
pose of an ultimate test in the 
State Supreme Court. If elected 
to the board, it is announced, Dr. 
Preisler will work for removal of 
the board’s rule against member- 
ship by teachers in labor unions. 
The rule has been considered a 
dead letter, but the unions desire 
to have it formally rescinded. 
At yesterday's meeting of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, a 
request, presented by the Teachers’ 
Union for assistance in circulating 
petitions for Dr. Preisler’s can- 
didacy, was referred to the legisla- 
tive committee. 

The present law governing elec- 
tion of St. Louis School Board 
members, enacted in 1933, provides 
that at each regular municipal 
election, four members shall be 
elected, two from the party having 
the largest vote in the last general 
election, and. two from the party 


ihaving the second largest vote. The 


purpose, as stated at the time of 
passage, was to make the Board 
thereafter an equally balanced bi- 
partisan body. At next April's elec- 
tion, four six-year terms and one 
unexpired term of four years are to 
be filled. The Board has 12 mem- 
bers. 


MORE FUNDS EXPECTED 10 AID 
MISSOURI FARMERS OFF WPA 


State-Director of Rural Resettie- 
ment Administration Tells of 
New Instructions. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 23.—John 
F. Nicholson, State Director of the 
Rural] Resettlement Administration, 
said today he had been assured by 
regional headquarters that addi- 
tional funds would be supplied to 
help farmers recently removed from 

WPA rolls. 

He returned Saturday night from 
Indianapolis with instructions to 
continue to receive applications 
from farmers who need food, cloth- 
ing and emergency medical service 
grants. Drouth relief emergency 
feed will continue, he said. 

In addition, Nicholson said he 
understood that approximately 15,- 
000 of those dropped from WPA 
rolls would be returned. 

To investigate conditions at 
farms whose occupants have ap- 
plied for assistance, the adminis- 
trator reported the force of 150 
county investigators would be aug- 
mented within two weeks. 

“The 34,000 removed from WPA 
have swamped our workers with 
applications,” he said. “Additional 
funds will be furnished to employ 
larger corps of field workers, so 
that thorough investigations may 
be made of applicants. I am satis- 
fied grants have in some instances 
been placed where they accom- 
plished less than they might have.”

With racing already under sus- 
picion, the whitewashing of an 
alleged offender of Meade’s stand- 
ing at the instance of his owner 
would hardly tend to promote a 


feeling of confidence in officials.

lease such a capable rider as 
Coucci is enough to attract atten- 
tion.

Blum Denounces Defamers 
Of Salengro at Funeral; 
Tighter Press Laws Forecast 


Premier Declares; 


‘An End Must and Shall Be Put to Slander,’ 


Leftists March by 


- Tens of Thousands in Cities.

PARIS, Nov. 23.—While tens of 
thousands of French Leftists pa- 
raded in sympathetic demonstra- 
tions in Paris and elsewhere, Pre- 
mier Blum and other Popular 
Front officials attended the funeral 
of Roger Salengro, Minister of the 


Interior, in Lille yesterday. 

“He was the victim of atrocious, 
infamous calumny,” Blum declared 
in a funeral oration broadcast to 
demonstrators in other cities. He 
referred to Salengro’s suicide re- 
sulting from Rightist attacks on 
his record in the World War. 
Blum accused no political par- 
ties, but “clans, bands, men and 
newspapers who seek by this means 
to strike at institutions and the re- 
publican regime. 7 

“An end must and shall be put 
to slander in this country,” the 
Premier declared. 

Tighter Libel Law 

Carrying out this promise, Blum 
will call his Ministers together to 
approve a bill designed to check 
denunciatory newspaper attacks. 

Informed sources said the meas- 
ure would be introduced in the 
Chamber of Deputies tomorrow im- 
mediately after a eulogy of Salen- 
gro by President Edouard Herriot 
of the chamber. According to these 
sources, the bill will include sévere 
penalties for libel, provide quick 
court action and make publishers 
of newspapers liable for damages 
in defamation cases. 

Col. Francois de la Rocque, mili- 
tant Rightist leader, obeying an 
order to appear at the Palace of 
Justice today, was questioned by 
the Magistrate investigating 
charges that the French Social par- 
ty was a reconstitution of De la 
Rocque’s disbanded Croix de Feu. 
The Magistrate refused to comment 
on the inquiry, but he is expected 
to make a report soon to the court. 

The Cabinet was also to select 
Salengro’s successor, expected to 
be Marx Dormoy, Scialist Under- 
secretary of State. . 

“All the people cried for venge- 
ance,” declared Blum’s newspaper 
Le Populaire, in commenting on the 
funeral at Lille. “All the people of 
the country are disgusted to fury 
by the impunity of the powers 
which kill in the dark. But they 
remember the words of Blum. They 


=e they will have a vengeance 
aw.” 

In the Paris demonstration 
marched Socialists, Communists 
and other supporters of the Popu- 
lar Frent Government, carrying 
black-bordered red flags and sing- 
ing the “Internationale.” Many 
raised clenched fists in the Com- 
munist salute. It was estimated 
that more than 100,000 were in the 
parade, 

Signs reading “Down With Fas- 
cism, Vengeance for the Death of 
Salengro,” were seen. The Social- 
ist Printers’ Syndicate carried huge 
copies of the weekly Gringoire 
splashed with red ink. The Grin- 
goire was accused of leading at- 
tacks against Salengro. 

Among the marchers was a 
group carrying red flags and ban- 
ners labeled “Socialist Workers of 
the Bank of France.” 

Leftists who ave campaigned 
for abandonment of the European 
neutrality policy and assistance to 
the Madrid Government carried 
sign demanding “Planes for Spain.” 

‘Tly a few scuffles took place in 
Paris as the parade moved from 
the Place de la Republique through 
the Place de la Bastille to the Place 
de la Nation. 

The parade grew in proportion 


as additional units poured into the 


Place de la Republique. Cheers 

greeted Leftists salutes. Boos an- 

swered anyone who saluted in the 

Fascist manner. A huge portrait 

of Saléngro covered the front of 

the building Place de la Nation. 
Funeral at Lille. 

Special trains took thousands of 
Leftists to Lille for the funeral. 
Freight cars loaded with flowers 
were sent and there were large 
floral offering from Belgium and 
Czechoslavakia.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 23.—In

approach administrative normalcy 
in comparison with conditions un- 
der his turbulent dictatorship.

O. K. Allen, who obeyed Long’s 
bidding, have been made “in the 
name of Huey P. Long” and today 
the progressive steps accomplished 
by Long are remembered while the 
enmities occasioned by his bitter 
personal political battles are fad- 
ing fast. 

One of the major transitions oc- 
curring since Long’s assassination 
is the making of peace with the 
national administration. One of 
Gov. Leche’s first acts was to con- 
fer with President Roosevelt and 
Postmaster-General Farley and 
shortly thereafter there was en- 
acted a State Social Security Act, 
which supplements the New Deal 
social security plan—one of the ad- 
ministration measures violently at- 
tacked by Long. 

Anti PWA-WPA Laws Repealed. 

All laws enacted under the di- 
rection of Long to curtail the spend- 
ing of Federal funds in the State 
have been repealed. One of these 
statutes prohibited any municipali- 
ty or parish government from in- 
curring any debt, issuing any bonds,

26TH HEREDITARY CHIEF 
OF CLAN MACLEAN DIES 


Succumbs at 101 in Duart Castle 
on Isle of Mull.

ISLE OF MULL, Nov. 23.—Col. 
Sir Fitzroy Donald Maclean, Scot- 
land’s oldest clan chief, who in 
1932 made peace with his ancient 
rival, Clan Campbell, died last 
night in Duart Castle. 

He was 101 years old. The feud 
between Clan Maclean and Clan 
Campbell originated in 1745 and 
was carried down through the years

until both sides called it off. 

On Maclean’s 100th birthday he 
received messages from many of 
the 30,000 Macleans’ scattered 
throughout the world. The Clan 
Gillean, or Maclean, was founded 
in the thirteenth century by Gil- 
lean Nan Tuaighe, or Gillean of the 
Battle Ax, whose strength and 
feats of arms made him famous on 
the Isle of Mull and the mainland. 


Sir Fitzroy was twenty-sixth he- 
reditary chief. He joined the Thir- 
teenth Hussars when he was 18, 
served in the Crimean War and 
was wounded in the battles of Alma 
and Sebastapol. 


Duart Castle was the scene of 


fierce fighting in the days of Bon- 
nie Prince Charlie. It was finally 
captured and destroyed, but was 
rebuilt by Sir Fitzroy at a cost of 
$500,000.

Signing of the agreement was fol- 
lowed by revaluation of the French 
franc. Switzerland, among other 
nations, followed suit.

Criticises Article on Civil Service, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RE appeared on your editorial page 

of Nov. 15 a reprint of an article en- 
titled “Spoils Politics vs. Merit System, 
from Scribner’s Magazine, in which the 
writer, Robert Johnson, president of the 
National Civil Service Reform League, is 
responsible for statements that are mis- 
eading and erroneous. 
: Mr. J ohnson lauds every Republican 
President since the Civil War, stating 
that all favored civil service reform. He 
gives only passing mention to President 
Cleveland, a Democrat, whom history re- 
cords as being most highly favorable to 
civil service reform. 

Mr. Johnson praises President Taft as 
“one of the best friends the merit system 
ever had,” who, according to him, in- 
creased the system to cover 40,711 addi- 
tional jobs. In this connection, Mr. John- 
son does not state, brt, nevertheless, his- 
tory records, that in increasing the civil 
service list, President Taft, through ex- 
ecutive order, “blanketed” into the civil 
service all politically appointed assistant 
postmasters in the first and second-class 
offices, without civil service 2xaminations. 
Under a similar order, he “blanketed” into 
the civil service the politically appointed 
secretaries of all first-class postmasters. 
Previously, President Roosevelt, through 
an executive order, “blanketed” into the 
civil service the politically appointed 
fourth-class postmasters. 

In his statement regarding President 
Taft, Mr. Johnson further states “in ad- 
dition, he required that 10,300 first, second 
and third-class postmasters should be ap- 
pointed as a result of competitive exam- 
inations held by the United States Civil 
Service Commission. He required the se- 
lection of the first person on the eligible 
list in every case.” There never was a 
greater misstatement. It was President 
Wilson, a Democrat, in his second admin- 
istration, who issued the order referred 
to, and, as properly stated by Mr. John- 
son, “for ‘good political reasons’ Harding 
changed this so that any one of the three 
highest might receive the appointment, 
thus making it possible to reward worthy 
Republicans.” 

It would appear that a president of the 
National Civil Service Reform League 
should be more reliably informed on the 
subject of civil service than is manifest 
in the article here referred to.

YALE AND JEROME DAVIS. 

The usual quiet of American university life is 
broken from time to time by the dismissal of plain- 
spoken professors, out of which grow cases involving 
or said to involve the issue of academic freedom. 

The latest notable case of the kind is that of Dr. 
Jerome Davis, associate professor of practical philan- 
thropy in the Yale Divinity School, who has been 
notified that his services will not be required after 
the close of the present academic year. According 
to Dr. James Rowland Angell, president of Yale, the 
university's budgetary situation calls for retrench- 
ments, and Dr. Davis has been placed among those 


| not to be reappoirited because he has failed to qualify, | 


through scholarly production, for election to a full 
professorship. 

The official statement of the Yale authorities con- 
cludes: “No abridgement of academic freedom or lib- 
Mr. Davis 
has always been accorded full freedom of speech and 
action both in the classroom and outside, Neither 
the action of the Board of Permanent Officers of the 
Divinity School nor that of the corporation is based 
upon dissent from his views.” : 
Not satisfied by this explanation and failing to re- 
ceive an amplification of the official statement, four 
outstanding scholars have conducted a preliminary 
investigation, the results of which have been printed, 
along with the Yale statement, in the New Republic. 
Two of these investigators are veteran battlers for 
academic freedom, Charles A. Beard, the historian, 
and Bdward A. Ross, sociologist, for many years one 
of the intellectual attractions at the University of 
Wisconsin. The other signers are Paul H. Douglas 
of the University of Chicago and Colston BE. Warne, 
now at Amherst. 

Their investigation shows that Dr. Davis, not- 
withstanding the official statement of the univer- 
sity, has a record of scholarship since he joined the 
Yale faculty 12 years ago that is distinguished for 
both its quality and quantity. In addition to his own 
writings, which have been praised by such competent 
critics as John Dewey and Harold J. Laski, Dr. Davis 
has edited the Social Relations Series, under which 
11 sociological works have been issued thus far. He 
is an editor of the American Sociological Review and 
president of the Hastern Sociological Conference. 
Pointing out that Dr. Davis’ course in Christianity 
and social] progress has been given the highest rank- 
ing by the students of any course in the Yale Divin- 
ity School, these investigators find it impossible to 
consider Dr. Davis’ dismissal without taking into ac- 
count the opposition of various Yale alumni to his 
economic and social views. They cite his early ad- 
vocacy of the recognition of Soviet Russia, his early 
acceptance of the view that Germany was not solely 
responsible for the World War, his support of organ- 
ized labor, his invitation to such men as Ferdinand 
Pecora and Senator Nye to lecture at Yale, as mat- 
ters out of which this alumni opposition has grown. 
Two of Dr. Davis’ colleagues on the Divinity School 


have come to his defense with ringing statements. 
Describing the dismissal as a “calamity of the first 
order,” which “will mean a very serious crippling 
of the work of the school,” Dr. Luccock said: 

To me, the vital point in the whole matter of 
the termination of Prof. Davis’ appointment as 
associate professor seems to be that the request 
of the Board of Permanent Officers of the Di- 
vinity School, adopted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the board, was denied by the Yale Cor- 
poration.” . 

Said Dr. Niebuhr: “As a colleague of Davis, I 
esteem him highly as a competent scholar and an 
excellent teacher and, moreover, as one who is ex- 
ceptionally well qualified for the particular work he 
has been doing here by his practical experience in 
concrete social problems and discussions.” 

The American Association of University Professors 
should make a thorough examination of this case.

The answer to the first question unmistakably is 
“No.” St. Louis will be represented by six Senators 
and 19 Representatives, Thia delegation of 25 will 
be paid at the rate of $5 a day for the first 70 days 
and a dollar a day thereafter, or upwards of $10,000. 
It is a reflection on these duly-nominated and elected 
legislators, not to say an indictment of representative 
government, for the city to set up a lobbyist at the 
State Capitol. 

If St. Louis elected men on whom it can rely, money 
paid to a lobbyist and allowed him for expenses 
would be just that much thrown away. Moreover, 
it is beneath the dignity of the City of St. Louis 
to keep up an agent whose methods are substantially 
‘those of the entertaining gentry sent by the utilities 
and other special interests. Whatever private busi- 
nesses may do, it is a mistake for a large city to pay 
liquor bills incurred in entertaining members of the 
Legislature. 

As for the second question, let the record speak 
for itself. Robert BE. Hannegan, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee, was the city’s official 
lobbyist at the ldst session. The taxpayers provided 
him with a fee of $3000 and met an expense account 
of $2597 which he incurred—a total of $5597. If we 
were to assume that it was proper for the city to 
maintain a lobbyist, then the question arises: What 
is there to show for this expenditure? The answer 
is, Nothing of any consequence, 

Mr. Hannegan says he was influential in incorpo- 
rating in the State budget the $650,000 reimburse- 
ment to the city for care of insane patients. The 
fact remains that this payment was a statutory, as 
well as a moral, obligation upon the State, and that 
members of the St. Louis delegation were very active 
in its behalf. .In the face of this, it would be sheer 
folly to increase the fee of the lobbyist from $3000 
to $5000, as Mr. Hannegan recommends in thé case 
of his reappointment. 

The State administration, the city administration 
and the Legislature are all Democratic. There is no 
reason whatever why they should not be working to- 
gether for the best interests of the State and of 
St. Louis. Mayor Dickmann is on the right track 
when he says that he will call a meeting of 
the St. Louis delegation to discuss the legislative 
needs of the city and to work out a program to be 
followed during the session. Once this program is 
mapped out, the responsibility for looking after the 
various measures can be divided among the Senators 
and Representatives from St. Louis. If they will 
devote themselves to the offices to which they were 
elected, there will be nothing for a lobbyist to do ex- 
cept to sit around and twiddle his thumbs.

Presbyterian Unchanged, 
Pastor Announces. 


The Rev. Dr. Theodore S. Smylie, 
president of the St. Louis Minis- 
terial Alliance, announced yester- 
day at the morning service at Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church, 801 South 
Hanley road, that he would resign 
as pastor of the church not later 
than March 1, as opposition to his 
pastorate still existed. — . 

A special congregational meeting, 
scheduled to be held following the 
service for a vote of the members 
of the church on his resignation, 


was postponed by the Session of 
the church and a new date for the 
meeting was not announced. It was 
understood that the opposition to 
Dr. Smylie’s pastorate existed in the 
Board of Elders and Board of Dea- 
cons, due to the financial condition 
of the church and an unannounced 
point in theology. 

In announcing the postponement, 
Dr. Smylie told the congregation 
that there were “those who will 
want to know, and have a right to 
the knowledge, just where this ac- 
tion in postponing the congraga- 
tional meeting leaves the situation. 
The situation is unchanged. 

Opposition Unchanged. 

“Because of certain opposition to 
my pastorate,” he continued, “which 
has become manifest in the two 
boards of officers, and because of 
the heavy debt under which the 
church has been struggling, I told 
the officers of church last spring 
that I would resign not later than 
March 1, 1937. 

“The opposition is unchanged, My 
promise will be carried out to the 
letter and in the spirit. I shall cease 
my duties as pastor not later than 
March 1, and my request for the 
official action of the St. Louis Pres- 
bytery will be in the hands of the 
clerk of the Presbytery one day 
this week. A copy of my resigna- 
tion to the Presbytery will be in 
the hands of the clerk of the Ses- 
sion this week. The Session is at 
liberty to call a meeting at any 
time it may desire to have the con- 
gregation act upon it.” 

When Dr. Smylie completed his 
statement, a woman member of the 
congregation arose and asked the 
pastor if the congregation could not 
express its opinion in the matter 
following the service despite the 
postponement.

TURNS PRIVATE YACHT 


Alan Villiers Sells Veteran 
Square Rigger; His Story of 
Last World Voyage. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Alan Vil- 
liers, author of “Grain Race” and 
“Whalers of the Midnight. Sun,” has 
sold the storm-scarred old square 
rigger, “Joseph Conrad,” to Hunt- 
ington Hartford, and so this veteran 
of the seas becomes at last a pam- 
pered private yacht. 

The new owner had the boat 
moved today to a Brooklyn yard for 
extensive alterations, to remove the 
signs of 54 years of battle with the 
seven seas before the craft goes into 
service among tlie sailing elite. 

Probably no vessel afloat has 
poked its slender bowsprit and clip- 
per nose into stranger places than 
this staunch 212-ton veteran of the 
days of weoden ships. 

Name Once “Georg Stage.” 

The boat was built in Copenhagen 
in 1882, and, when Villiers found it 
in 1934 in a search of European har- 
bors for a typical four-master, it 
was serving as a Danish training 
ship. The name then was “Georg 
Stage.” Villiers changed that to “Jo- 
seph Conrad,” in honor of the fu- 
mous author of sea tales. 

The craft’s last two years have 
been jammed with excitement. Vil- 
liers, with a small crew and a party 
of 16 cadets, set out to sajl around 
the world. A New Year’s gale blew 
them on the rocks off Brooklyn, 
After a month for repairs, they 
sailed for Rio, across the South At- 


Hope to Bali, through terrific 
storms in the Indian Ocean.

of the hazards. 

Turkeys Are Smaller. 

Another reason for increased use 
of turkey on the table of city fam- 
ilies is the smaller size of the mod- 
ern bird. Turkeys weighing from 7 
to 12 pounds have been on the mar- 
ket lately. This year this is partly 
an indirect result of the drouth, 
which boosted feed prices. However, 
producers now hatch turkeys ear- 
lier and also finish younger birds 

|for market. These smaller birds are 
just what many families want. 

The United States quality grading 
service for turkeys has been an- 
other attractive feature to consum- 
ers. It is estimated that licensed 
Federal inspéctors will grade about 
a million turkeys this year. Most 

| retail buyers will get turkeys that 
grade U, S. Prime” or “U. S. Grade 
A,” and “U. 8S, Choice” or “U. S. 
Grade B.” Turkeys of both these 
grades are good buys. They differ 
only slightly in external appearance 
and fleshing. As a rule the grades 
are stamped on the box or barrel, 
not on the individual turkey, but a 
dealer who sells Government graded 
birds finds it a selling point. 

There is a record turkey crop this 
year—some 20 million birds—which 

‘| is a third more than last year and 
about 1,000,000 more than in 1932 
and 1933. There will probably be 
an increased demand for turkeys 
later this winter because of a some- 
what smaller supply of other meats. 

Points of Choice, 

A housewife can learn to judge 
turkeys on the counter for her- 
self. If she wants a light-weight 
tender young turkey, less than a 
year old, she should’“ask for a 
“young hen” or a “young tom.” Al 
lowing for the different bone struc- 
ture and fleshing characteristics of 
the male and female birds, the 
amount of meat and its tenderness 
are about the same for either a 
hen or a tom of a given weight. 

The points to look for in a young 
turkey of good quality are: A flex- 
ible breast bone, plumply fleshed 
breasts, thighs and backs, good cov- 
ering of fat over the entire car- 
cass, complete bleeding, good dress- 
ing, few or no pin feathers, very 
slight flesh or skin bruises or dis- 
colorations, dry-picking or semi- 
scalding, dry packing. A turkey 
with a crooked breast bone will be 
awkward to carve, and broken 
wings or legs lower the market 
grade of poultry but may not af- 
fect the eating quality.

Hash Need Not Be Inevitable 
Consequence of Thursday’s 
Feast. 


\ 


The good old days when hash 
followed’ the Thanksgiving feast 
and soup, made from the bones and 
carcass of the turkey followed the 
hash, are gone forever. True, tur- 
key soup still is a very worth- 
while institution, but hash has 
been supplanted by so many other 
interesting ways of using up left- 
over turkey, : 

Turkey shortcake or pie is the 
simplest way of disposing of the 
leftovers. For shortcake bake large 
size biscuits and serve the creamed 
mixture on them. A few almond 
slivers and ripe olive circles may 
be added for taste interest. If there 
are enough leftovers to warrant it, 
turkey pie may be served. Turkey 
meat, gravy, and some vegetables 
are placed in a casserole, covered 
with a rich biscuit crust and baked 
in the oven until heated through 
and the biscuits are browned. 

Here are some choice recipes for 
using turkey leftovers: 

Turkey a la Newburg. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Two cups turkey meat, fairly 
large pieces. 

One-fourth cup mushrooms. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Few grains cayenne. 

One cup cream. 

Three egg yolks. 

Four tablespoons sherry or Ma- 
deira wine. 

Paprika, 

Cook turkey slowly for several 
minutes in the butter with the salt, 
cayenne and half the wine. Add 
mushrooms. Add cream and set 
over hot water to heat thoroughly. 
Beat the egg yolks. Stir into the 
hot mixture to thicken it. Cook 
three or four minutes longer to 


just before serving. Season to taste 
and serve on hot toast garnished 
with paprika. Four servings,

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three hard-cooked eggs. 

Five tablespoons flour.

Heat thoroughly over hot water. 
Season to taste and add lemon juice 
just before serving. Serve in patty 
shells or on toast. Amount serves 
six. 


Turkey Asparagus Casserole. 


One large can asparagus. 

Salt and pepper. 

Two cups turkey meat. 

One cup thick sour cream. 

Drain asparagus and lay in 
greased casserole and season. Lay 
turkey meat on top. Pour sour 
cream over all and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (400 degrees) for 20 or 
30 minutes or until cream is lightly 
browned. If the cream is not thick 
and the asparagus seems watery, 
blend one tablespoon flour with

Turkey Noodle Scallop. 
One six-ounce package noodles. 
One and one-half cups diced tur- 
key. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
One-half cup buttered crumbs, 
Two cups thin white sauce. 
Boil noodles until tender in three 
or four quarts rapidly boiling water 
to which one tablespoon salt has 
been added.

The recommendation was made to 
fill a vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Powell B. McHaney of St.

Germany admits willingness to 
side with Japan in a fight against 
Bolshevism. Practical Stalin, man 
of few words, tells Japan what he 
thinks of her pact with Germany 
by refusing to renew a treaty that 
permits Japan to fish in Russian 
waters off the coast of Eastern Si- 
beria. 

That fishing privilege is vitally 
important to the feeding of Japan’s 
surplus millions, increasing at the 
rate of 1,000,000 new Japanese ev- 
ery year.

Perhaps Hitler and Japan have 
plans to get what they want from 
Russia, without Stalin’s consent. 
England and France dealt with 
Germany in that fashion, after the 
first big war—now, they almost 
wish they had taken less. 

During the big war, while Japan 
was helping herself in the Hast, at 
Germany's expense, wisely content 
to “observe” the Europeans butch- 
ering each other, Germany's Kaiser 
warned the Mikado of fearful things 
that would be done to him, at the 
end of the war. 

Now that Kaiser, who would not 
let well enough alone, is a sad old 
white-haired man, exiled in Hol- 
land, while a new young German 
ruler, with a tiny black moustache,

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AKE marriage laws more 
M strict in this country, and the 

alarmingly high divorce rate 
will go ddwn to a more normal level 
in the opinion of Judge Eugene 
J. Sartorius after years of experi- 
ence as a private counselor at law 
and as a Judge in the Court of 
Domestic Relations. 

“If we could write new laws the 
country over, as they exist in some 
states, compelling couples to file 
an 
in advance of the granting of the 
license, we would have taken a big 
step toward restoring marriage and 
the family to their former posi- 
tions of respect,” Judge Sartorius 
said. “You can do a lot of thinking 
in three weeks’ time,and if more 
of the couples who come before me 
daily, complaining of ‘incompati- 
bility’ or some other legally-allowed 
citation, had taken that much time 
to consider, they’d never had occa- 
sion for a divorce. They wouldn’t 
have been married in. the first 
place.” 

Of marriage courses in college, 
that curricular infant everyone is 
just beginning to snicker at, Judge 
Sartorius has nothing but 
praise. “You wouldn’t expect to be 
a bookkeeper nowadays without 
taking some courses in bookkeep- 
ing, would you? Then certainly 
you wouldn’t want to enter any life 
work—-and marriage should be 
that, you know—without the proper 
preparation.” 

An absolute “must” for marriage 
in the Judge’s opinion would be 
a compulsory physical examina- 


— 


‘tion, and a health officer’s signal 


of the couple’s physical fitness 
before they would be granted a 
license to marry. Social hygiene 
and sex education should be start- 


of public schools, and continued 
through public bureaus so that it 
would be available for young men 
and women at all financial levels. 

Given the existent conditions, 
however, and Judge Sartorius of- 
fers a few practical recommenda- 
tions that would seem, from his 
observations, amenable to a pro- 
longed state of connubial bliss. 
Or at least, contentment. Here 
are some of them: 

Know your man or woman! At 
least a year. 

Get married before sundown and 
with ceremony. . 

Don’t mix backgrounds. 

Hold a drink of cold water in 
your mouth when you feel like turn- 
ing your happy home into a briar- 
patch. 

Beware of becoming - infatuated 
with your children.

Stricter Marriage Laws, but Has Practical Advice for

one Waterloo marriage which has 
met the same fate Napoleon met 
at an even more renowned Water- 
loo. 

“The so-called ‘college romance’ 
stands a better chance of surviving 
the demands of marriage than 
most people will admit,” Judge Sar- 
torius says. This he accounts for 
as the workings of his third warn- 
ing—don’t mix backgrounds, “These 
young people usually have the same 
friends, the same tastes, the same 
ideals, because of their mutual 
schooling background. For the 
same reasons, German mothers are 
right, Jewish mothers are right, 
when they want their daughters or 
sons to marry into German or Jew- 
ish families. Romantic ideas on 
the subject to the discard, a Ger- 
man girl will feel at home in an 
environment created by the tradi- 
tions and traits of her young Ger- 
man husband than she would with 
a man of an alien background.” 


The Judge does not feel that reli- 
gious differences make the barrier 
they once did, since there is today 
a greater tolerance for other relig- 
ions, less intense religious feeling, 
than existed in earlier centuries. 
An interesting comment in this 
connection is that the orthodox 
Jewish faith is the only religion 
that has a sacred divorce ceremony, 
paralleling the church's marriage 
rites. A part of the ceremony is 
the ancient tradition of “casting 
oft” a pérson, according to Bibli- 
cal reference, by removing one’s 
shoe and throwing it at thé other 
person. Other than this instance 
divorce is entirely a civil matter, 
Judge Sartorius sai | 

As the middle-aged husband, the 
one who has been married for 15 
to 20 years, becomes increasingly 
immersed in his work, the wife is 
apt to become fretful and feel that 

is not “paying attention” to her

as he should. (This age group pre- 
sents the second largest total from 
the daily divorce docket.) For this 
condition, the Judge prescribes the 
“water-in-the-mouth” treatment. 
“You can’t be fretful and cross 
with your husband when he’s tired 
if you’re occupied that way,” he 
says. “You need lots of self-con- 
trol and poise under fire to keep 
a marriage going strong and make 
of it a congenial partnership.” 


of the warning, Judge Sartorius 


[por the w tthe commonplaceness 
would admonish husbands and 


‘wives against transferring their 


devotion to their children. “Of 
course,” he said, “the child is 
paramount in the marriage, but 
when he becomes too important to 
either parent, it is a threat to the 
family. And the greatest unkind- 
‘ness a ‘parent could inflict on a 
child is to deprive it of a home. 
Why, in the Juvenile Court (he di- 
vides his time between divorce and 
juvenile delinquents as a domestic 
relations officer), we find that 80 
per cent of these little boys and 
girls in trouble come from broken 
families. Which should be a so- 
bering thought for any quarreling 
parents, regardless of class or 
financial security.” 


That better times are here is ap- 
parent at the Domestic Relations 
bench in the great increase of di- 
vorcp applications over two years 
ago. This Judge Sartorius says is 
because during the leaner years 
wives knew their husbands couldn't 
pay alimony, or that they coyldn’t 
get jobs to pay for their own di- 
vorce. Now that things are better, 
both: are. possible. 

If, through the trying of approxi- 
mately 3180 divorce cases, Judge 
Sartorius has developed any 
grudges about the business, it’s for 
the famous “alimon : 


and for the mothers who “marry 
their daughters off” for position 
and money. Public indignation 
over these. two parasites is evi- 
dently inconsequential beside the 
opinion the Judge, who sees them 
every day, is forced to form. “But 
the law doesn’t protect a man in 
alimony judgment, and even if a 
woman is getting alimony from two 
or more husbands, the burden of 
proof about her actual financial 
need is up to the man. He still has 
to pay under the law, and so- 
ciety keeps these scavengers in 


grand style.” 
J »ickerings of the divorce court 
very amusing at times, and 
especially when one of the parties 
insists on airing the dirty linen of 
the other’s family. He finds that 
women remember things too exact- 
ly, hold on to s iall grievances that 
the husband has long since forgot- 
ten. Women, too, will often speak 
almost in whispers from the witness 
stand, and in an intimate manner 
to the Judge. Indicating, by in- 
ference, that she is trying to con- 
ceal some parts of her testimony 
from the husband, trying often to 
“put one over” on him, 


Extremely concerned, and play- 
ing the counselor, the Judge always 
tries his best to keep the parents 
of small children together. “When 
you see families crumbling, you 
realize the social significance of 
our high divorce rate. Particularly 
when the parents take their spite 
out on each other through the 
child.” He told of several in- 
stances where the custody of small 
children was divided, and where 
the parents, at his or her turn, 
would spend all their time trying 
to turn the child against the other 
parent. From this sort of a torn 
existence, it is easy to see why so 
many juvenile delinquents come 
from broken homes. 


Paradoxically enough Judge Sar- 
torius has an active dislike for this 
situation—divorce—tha: he deals 
with every day. Before coming to 
the bench Fe practiced law for 17 
years and refused countless di- 
vorce cases. Usually he tried his 
best to reconcile te two people in- 
volved. Once when he had done 
that, with what he hoped would be 
happy results for a childless couple, 
the reconciliation led to murder. 
Since that time, during his private 
practice, he took a few divorce 
cases for childless couples, for he 
feels that there is little to be done 
about that typc of case. Always, 
however, he made great conciliatory 
efforts for married people with 
families, and, more often than not, 
4 efforts were highly success-

Of German extraction on both 
sides of his family, Judge Sarto- 
rius is deeply convinced, as are 
most Germans, of the need for 
strong family units as the basis 
of a nation and a civilization.

YOUNG girl of today is beset 
A by many problems. Girls of 
the older day had theirs, it is 
true, but they did not have the 
complicated lives of the present 
day ‘girls, and so * 
their sotutions 72, 
came easier.

They have worked and played side 
by‘ side with them and their par- 
ents did not notice any untoward 
influence one had upon the other.

of this young girl. How much 
thought have her parents given 
the situation? For instance, how 
did father and mother come to

parents of this girl? Somebody 
trusted somebody, that is certain. 
How much training for personal re- 
sponsibility have the parents given 
this girl? Is she not responsible 
for her behavior? When is she 
going to be? What sort of asso- 
ciates does she have? Are they dan- 
gerous or are they just as well 
trained, just as intelligent and just 
as responsible as the girl herself? 

It is well to safeguard children, 
but there is a limit to safety in 
this world. Shutting girls up in 
the house, forbidding them the 
norma] playtimes, the normal asso- 
ciations with boys, only makes their 
situation dangerous. The normal 
interest in boys becomes height- 
ened, the acceptance of social re 
strictions are broken down in an 
effort to estape confinement. Far 
better to accept such social devel- 
opment as this interest in boys dis- 
closes than to try to smother it by 
prohibitions. 

Know your children. Know the 
children they associate with. Pre- 
pare them for personal responsi- 
bility, and then hope for the best.

to stay at her plantation. Mrs. Greene soon came to have a very high 
ventor. A few neighboring planters who happened to be visiting Mrs. 


ne of young Whitney's capacity as an ine 
reene's plantation, happened to mention the 


impossibility of cleaning cotton fiber from seed. Someone suggested the remote possibility of accomplishing this end by 
machinery. It was then that Mrs. Greene suggested to her guests her conviction that Eli Whitney, if anyone, ought 
to be able to do it. The matter was submitted to the young inventor, who had never seen either a cotton plant or seed 
up to that time, Whitney shut himself up in his quarters to study uncleaned cotton, and a few months later, with the 
aid of self-made tools, produced the cotton gin. This invention revolutionized the industry and ranks with the greatest 


achievements of mankind. But Whitney did not profit bv it. 


His house was broken into, the machine stolen and 


counterfeited. The resulting lawsuits for infringement impoverished the inventor. Whitney later established a manu- 


factory of arms in New Haven, Conn., 


which was a financial success.
